KANSAS CITY PAYS OFF $42,000 


OF PENDERGAST ERA DEBT 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 19 
(AP)—Kansas City passed an- 
other milestone yesterday in pay- 
ing off the $22,000,000 debt left 
it by Pendergast machine admin- 
istration. 

It came as Rollin Agard, city 
finance director, mailed a check 
for $42,048.53 to the Kansas City 
Power & Light Co. It was the 
final payment on a lighting bill 
of $420,485. inherited by the non- 
partisan administration in 1939. 

Of the $22,000,000 deficit, all 
except $7,500,000 has been wiped 
out by payments or successful 
resistance of claims in courts.

Two churches, a Salvation 
Army church at Lentini, Sicily, 
and a Methodist church at Terni, 
north of Rome, have been closed, 
said Dr. Vincenzo Veneziano, di- 
rector of the Baptist Orphanage 
Rome. 

Veneziano, who is also pastor 
of a Baptist church in Rome, 
charged that “Fascist laws of 1929

The first session of the Eightieth Congress, 
in 1947, which President Truman dubbed the

A still further 
reason, and a very good one, was discussed by 
the Joint Gommittee on the Organization of 
Congress five years ago. Recommending a 
time limit on sessions of Congress, the commit- 
tee said: 

In recent years the sessions of Congress 
have been nearly continuous, and both the 
Senators and Representatives and the peo- 
ple they represent have been denied the 
interchange of ideas so necessary to our 
system of government. 


Proper functioning of the Congress de- 
mands that the members serve not as resi-

The producer of 
not a few of them is Kansas University’s talka- 
tive basketball coach, the eminent Dr. Phog 
Allen. While this Wissenschaftsmeister can 
always be counted on for something at least 
phenomenal, he has outdone himself in his 
latest lucubrations. He has come up with a 
plan for taking the boo out of ball games. 


“To boo players in any sort of an athietic 


contest is morally wrong,” says Allen. Further, 
he cites statistics of undisclosed origin to the 
effect that “practically all booing is done by 
persons who have never played the game.” 
Just what is going to happen when this news 
reaches a few characters like Leo Durocher, 
Frankie Frisch or almost any of the able-bodied 
hands of the Brooklyn infield or outfield, we 
are trying to imagine with a joyful shudder. 
It is going to touch off just about the loudest 
boo that was ever booed. 

There is no point either in brushing aside 
the baseballers as low type pros who do not 
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want price and wage controls or not. 

So Senator Maybank apparently hopes that 
the mailbags will tell him what to do. Yet 
his committee has heard thousands of words 
of testimony, has considered all possible points 
of view, and must know the merits of the ques- 
tion fairly well. In a nutshell, the issue is that 
many special interests oppose extension of 
controls, but the broad public interest emphati- 
cally demands that extension. For any Senator, 
the question is whether to vote for the special 
interests or for the general welfare. 

It can hardly be doubted that the public does 
want inflation kept under contro], If it has 
not been vociferous in specificalfy demanding 
extension of the Defense Production Act, that 
may be for several reasons. The New York 
Times suggests some causes of complacency in 
the editorial reprinted on this page today; and 
the Times goes on to show why the failure to 
extend controls might prove disastrous. 

Surely all this should be clear to the Senate. 
But Senator Maybank appears to be warning 
the public that strong control legislation may 
not be passed unless the. demand for it is 
unmistakable. He is propounding a theory of 
legislation by mailbag; of law by group pressure. 
He will have no right to complain if his mail 
overwhelms him during the next few days. 
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Free Trade With Reservations 


Since any kind of reciprocal trade law is 
better than none at all, there is some satis- 
faction in President Truman’s signature on the 
two-year extension of the now rather severely 
modified act. But we share the President's 
concern over the innovations introduced by 
a stubborn Congress. 

On the whole, it seems to us that these 
go against the basic spirit of the reciprocal 
trade agreements. The objective of the treaties 
is.to make international trade as free as is 
practically possible. The State Department has 
sought to cover the widest possible categories 
of commerce and, of course, tariff privileges 
accorded to one nation have been automatically 
accorded to all signatory nations. 

The new provisions, however, are restrictive 
in nature. Insofar as they are aimed at the 


‘Communist bloc they are understandable, al- 


though even in this field there is a possibility 
of cutting off our own nose or the noses of 
some of our allies to spite a Red face. Even 
more potentially alarming is the so-called peril 
point amendment which could be a long step 
backwards to old-fashioned log-rolling tariff 
politics. : 

As the dominant trading nation of the world, 
the United States no longer can afford to play 


the tariff game in the old way. For us, trade 


must be a two-way affair. Our prosperity is 
dependent on world prosperity. And that is 
what reciprocal trade is intended to promote. 
It is to be hoped that in practice, the new re- 
strictions will not be allowed to interfere 
seriously with this objective. 
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Ideological Stalemate 

Any great expectations for some fundamental 
change in the political climate of France have 
been dashed by the results of the elections. 
The new Assembly perhaps will be slightly to 
the right of its predecessor. 

The Gaullists, making their first big appeal 
for electoral support, picked up a sizable bloc 
of seats, but fewer than they had hoped and 
not a great many more than were lost by the 
Communists, the other great obstructionists of 
the recent French parliament. 

In fact; when all the returns from the French 
colonies are in, it looks as though the center 
parties who have been ruling France since 
World War II are going to have, at best, only 
a few mofe seats than they held in the old 
National Assembly. And that was not enough 
to give France a stable government. 

Frenchmen sipping their aperitifs under the 
cafe awnings of Lorient, Lille and Lyons can 
view this result with philosophie calm. From 
long experience, they know that the more change 
there is, the more it really is the same old thing. 
And they will be expecting to see a lot of old 
familiar faces in the cabinet, when a new gov- 
ernment finally is formed.

1936, was called an advisory coun- 
cil. To carry the idea forward and 
develop it into a movement, the 
Education Department of Ohio 
Farm Bureau was organized, with 
Carl R. Hutchinson as its director. 
Now there are 1583 advisory 
councils, in every county of the 


state.

N advisory council is started 

by a farmer and his wife in- 

viting a few of their neighbors 
to bring their children and come 
over some night and visit. They 
talk about the advisory council 
that has been brought to their at- 
tention by the Ohio Farm Bureau 
and decide to start one for them- 
selves. After that the council, 
composed of five to 10 families, 
meets at each others’ homes. 

A meeting starts with group 
singing, sometimes with devotions, 
the roll is called, minutes of the 
last meeting are read, reports are 
received, business transacted. 
Then comes the discussion period. 

The topic is selected from sev- 
eral that have been suggested by 
the Farm Bureau, topics that con- 
cern them intimately. The views 
expressed or conclusions reached 
are taken down by the secretary, 
who makes a record and sends a 
carbon copy to the Farm Bureau 
office, to be analyzed and consoli- 
dated with reports coming in from 
other groups. Meetings sometimes 
end with games and always with 
food, in the preparation of which 
the farmwives vie with each other. 

Om the local level councils get 
things done in their communities 
that need to be done, “from paint- 
ing a mail box to promoting a 
county hospital.” The idea is not 
to ask any branch of government 
to do anything for them that they 
can do for themselves. On the po-

It is with good reason that the 
advisory councils have been called 
Democracy in Action. No less sig- 
nificant is the social solidarity 
that the councils promote. The de- 
sire to get together and enjoy 
the friendship of good neighbors 
is described as the heart of the 
program. The claim is that lost 
neighborliness has been regained. 

The Ohio Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion serves as a clearing house for 
advisory council . Close 
to 90 per cent ef the councils pool 
their views, desires and activities 
through their minutes, which are 
sent to Columbus, where they are 
summarized for the state Farm 
Bureau directors, helping to influ- 
ence policy. It is an influence 
that seeps through to Washington 
or is, on occasion, carried there 
by delegations. 

For the help of the councils 
the Ohio Farm Bureau issues a 
monthly Guide, suggesting sub- 
jects for discussion. For May 
the suggestion was “How Can We 
Get Better Schools?” It was a 
question that needed to be an- 
swered because, it was pointed 
out, the school population is out- 
growing the facilities and the 


n the Farm Bureau 
policy on schools, adopted at 
the state meeting last fall, based 
on resolutions by councils and 
voted on at county annual meet- 
ings. Its basic principles: Citizens 
should have a full voice in reor- 
ganization of school districts and 
approving plans for them; all 
children should have equal educa- 
tional opportunities, therefore 
teachers’ salaries and state aid 
should enable rural schools to em- 
ploy teachers of training and ex- 
perience comparable with those 
of urban teachers. 

Questions suggested to be dis- 
cussed and answered were: What 
things should we consider in de- 
termining teachers’ salaries? How 
can we make teaching a more 
attractive vocation? Should the 
state help local districts to get 
school buildings? How can we 
combine the advantages of the 
large and small school in one 
school program? What are the 
weaknesses of our local school? 
What are our specific proposals? 
Can we strengthen our school by 
reorganization? Do we want vo- 
cational agriculture and vocation- 
al home economics courses? 

As a topic for consideration at 
the June meetings the Guide sug- 
gested: “Strengthening Family 
Life.” Proposed questions: How 
is modern life affecting the fam- 
fly? How can community organi- 
zations contribute toward better 
family living? How can the fam- 
ily better meet the needs of ita 
youth? 

For April the topic was “Our 
Roads.” Questions for discussion 
were: What is the effect of over- 
loaded trucks on our highways? 
How can we secure adequate fi- 
nances for a highway program? 

In March, when the topic was 
“All-Out Farm Production in 
1951,” minutes of the meetings of 
1135 councils were received at 
the department headquarters. To- 
tal attendance at the council

meetings was 18,194. The average 
attendance per council was 16. 
Seven new councils were formed 
and four were disbanded. 


In general the council members 
expressed the intention of pro- 
ducing all-out, subject to the 
shortage of manpower, and the 
desirability of deferring farm 
boys was urged. 

The topic for February was 
“Planning for Old Age.” Ques- 
tions discussed: How can we help 
ourselves and others make best 
use of our later years? Are older 
farm folks better off if they re- 
tire and move to town or if they 
remain on the farm? How can 
farm families provide more fa- 
vorable conditions for their older 
members? 

As its own contribution the 
Guide discussed “A Way of Liv- 
ing.” We can keep young at any 
age, it said, “by keeping up our 
religious life, helping others who 
need us and taking an active 
part in the community. By keep- 
ing up with the times, we can 
judge the value of new ideas. 
We need to develop a way of 
living which goes outside our- 
selves and includes our neigh- 
bors. People who fail to keep 
alive their interest in others can

Pronunciation Clinic. 


IN one of my classes we 
are studying the location of 
the prime meridian in 
Greenwich, England. We have 
had a friendly debate on how to 
pronounce Greenwich. Will you 
please give us the correct pro- 
nunciation?—Marie. 


A. Answer: Apparently -Green- 
wich has as many pronunciations 
as has the name Los Angeles, for 
Webster’s gazeteer lists: GREEN- 
witch; GRIN-witch; GREN-itch. 


Los Angeles: In this state we 
have Palo Alto, Palos Verdes, and 
Palo Mar. Now we know that 
also means “high,” that verde 
means “green,” and that mar 
means “sea.” But what is the 
meaning of palo?—N. G. P. 

Answer: It is Spanish for “tree; 
timber.” Palo Alto means “tall 
timber.” Palos Verdes is “green 
trees, or timber.” Palo Mar is 
equivalent to “timber (near or at) 
the sea.” 

Q. To settle a dispute in our 
speech class, will you please tell 
us the correct pronunciation of 
aqua and aquamarine? We 
thought it was pronounced as it 
is in Latin, but others say the 
“a” is pronounced as in “Adam.” 
In the dictionary a long “a” is 
given too. 

A. In American usage the word 
aqua, as well as the prefix aqua-, 
is customarily pronounced AK- 
wuh. Some dictionaries prefer 
AY-kwuh, or list it as an alterna- 
tive pronunciation, but it is obso- 
lescent. 

The best pronunciation for 
an is: AK-wuh-mub-

People saw 
the clumsy tortoise, and were re- 
minded that they could go inside 
and enjoy the soup.

The tortoise which was used for 
that display had been obtained 
from the Galapagos Islands. These 


islands are in the Pacific Ocean, 


about 500 miles west of Ecuador. 

At this point let me say a few 
words about the use of the words 
“turtle” and “tortoise.” We.may 
say that a turtle is a.tortoise, and 
a tortoise is a turtle, but many 
persons give the special name of 
“tortoise” to a turtle which lives 
on land. One trouble with this 
division is that some turtles spend 
about the same amount of time on 
land as in the water. 

Usually the big Galapagos tur- 
tles are called tortoises. They
